It was handed to me some weeks prior 
to the session of the Legislature by 
Walter MacArthur, the editor and pro- 
prietor of the Coast Seamen# Journal 
of San Francisco, well known to ev- 
ery man in San Francisco as one of 
the leaders, one of the captains of the 
Federated Trades and the labor un- 
ions of San Francisco. He was accom- 
panied by Richard I. Wisler, who pre- 
sented to me credentials stating that 
he had been designated by the Feder- 
ated Trades Union, and the labor coun. 
cells of San Francisco and of the whole 
State to represent them during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, in reference to 
bills affecting labor interests. Those 
two gentlemen called upon me at my 
office, and asked me if I would intro- 
duce this bill. I examined it, and 
found that it was practically the same 
bill that was before the last session of 
the Legislature and told them ‘yes,’ re- 
serving the right to myself to amend 
it, if, upon examination, I found it 
needed amendment. They were satis- 
fied with that. I introduced the bill. 
They were denounced by these men 
who are now in favor of intimidation, 
as having done wrong because they 
had given me the bill to introduce. And 
I only speak of that that we may un- 
Gerstand the relations of the author 
to the bill. 

“The bill came before the Judiciary 
Committee. The rule of the Judiciary 
Committee permite only ten minutes to 
a man in offering his remarks either in 
favor of, or in opposition to a bill.

Now, gentlemen, that is the authority 
that we have. 

“In addition, Mr. MacArthur has sent 
me a copy of his Coast Seamen's Jour- 
nal, in which he says the same thing. 


upon the amendment by certain per- 
sons, and widely circulated throughout 
the State, has resulted in a sentiment 
of opposition, which reftection 
analysis show to be entirely unwar- 
ranted.

If so, I 
would like to see him. Is there any 
man in the State of California that dare 
say he is in favor of intimidation? It

timidation? The latest dictionary says: 
‘Intimidation is the act of intimidating, 
or the sate of being intimida ed. Spe- 
cifically, in law, the use of violence or 
threats to influence the conduct or 
compel the consent of another.’ Are 
you in favor ot intimidation? win 
these gentlemen who have spoken so 
eloquently in favor of labor be willing 
to go back to the people in this State 
and say:

ERKINS AS A FLOPPER. 

It appears to be the general con- 
sensus of opinion that if George C. 
Perkins were now a candidate for re- 
election to the United tes Senate 
Lhe would not stand a ghost of a 
chance. The Senators und Assembly- 
men of the California Legislature who 
tumbled over themselves a few days 
ago to vote Perkins into another 
Senatorial term are now kicking 
themselves, figuratively speaking, all 
over the State Capitol for having 
been taken in by a gold-brick scheme, 
and for not knowing a bogus gold 
brick when they saw it. 


Those wobbly statesmen who were 
ible for the reélection of the 
wobbly Senator now perceive. their 
serious blunder—when it is too late. 
The verbal larruping which they 
have applied to Mr. Perkins may 
serve in some degree to relieve their 
pent-up emotions, but it doesn’t mend 
the folly of ing to the Senate 
of the United tes a man so un- 
reliable, so unfit, so small of mental 
caliber, so tricky, so 1 and 
so unworthy of the honor, as George 
C. Perkins. 

Whatever of confidence the people 
of California may have reposed in 
Senator Perkins, in the past, has 
been destroyed by his weak and va- 
cillating and inconsistent course with 
reference to the Cuban reciprocity 
question. When this questicn was 
before Congress, at the last preced- 
ing session, Perkins was “agin” rec- 
iprocity. When a candidate before 
the Legisiature for reélection he 
made promises, both express and im- 
plied, that he would oppose that 
measure. Now he is confeagedly for 
it, though admitting, grudgingly, that 
he will vote against it if commanded 
to do so by the people of his State, 
speaking through their Legislature. 

What has occurred to change Mr. 
Perkins’s attitude on this important 
issue? 

Reciprocity with Cuba, on the ba- 
sis proposed, would be as injurious to 
California in 1903 as it would have 
been in 1902 or in 1901. There has 
been practically no change in the 
situation. Without apparent cause, 
other than his own vacillation, weak- 
ness and indecision, Senator Perkins 
has “flopped,” and now, by his own 
eonfession, holds views diametrically 
opposed to those which he held 
than one year ago, upon a question 
which has und no change in the 
meantime. 

All this would be food for laugh- 

ter if it were not a matter of so much 
seriousness. But it is a serious thing 
when a man chosen to represent a 
great commonwealth in the foremost 
legislative body in the world reveals 
such weakness, indecision and in- 
compesency as George C. Perkins has 
evinced. It is also something to be 
very much regretted when the mem- 
bers of a State Legislature show 
themselves to be possessed of so little 
perspicacity as to thrust upon a mo 
80 poorly equipped as is Mr. Perkins 
the undeserved honor of a reélection. 
As to the broad question of a State 
Legisiature’s power to instruct the 
State's representatives in the na- 
tional legislative body, the logical and 
rational conclusion would seem to be 
that United States Senators, who are 
chosen by State Legislatures, may 
properly be instructed as to how they 
shall vote, and should g bound by 
stich instructions, on all questions 
not involving matters of conscience. 
On questions of commerce, the tariff, 
etc., Senators are not justified in re- 
fusing to obey instructions from tie 
Legisiatures of their States. Instruc- 
tions of this kind are, in fact, per- 
kectly legitimate and proper, and no 
Senator should think of disobeying 
them. 
The case is different as regards 
Representatives in Congress. While a 
Senator represents, or is supposed to 
represent, his State at large. a mem- 
ber of the lower house is chosen by 
the electors of his Congress district, 
and Should feel bound to represent, 
so far as possible, the interests and 
desires, of His immediate constitu- 
ency—always keeping steadily in view 
the broader interests of his State as 
un entiréty, and conforming to the 
dictates of, known public opinion, in 
the larger sense of the term. 
In view of the attitdde and prob- 
able action of the Legislature, Sena- 
tor Perkins may be expected to flop 
back again and redeem his pre- 
election promises by voting against 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty. when 
n comes up for final action. It is 
by no means certain, however, that 
he will not, before that time, exe- 
gute still another flop; for long prac- 
tice in Hopping has made it easy for 
the shifty Senator.

BILL TO FOSTER CRIME. 

When one reads the report of the 
proceedings of the State Assembly 
ves erday he is led to conclude that 
the laborite demagogues desired to 
furnish incontrovertible evidence of 
the ess of one of the princi- 
pal cuntentions of The Times in its 
diectussions of the illegal practices of 
strikers and boycotfers. The Times 
has claimed that the union law- 
breakers have depended chiefly upon 
“force, violence and intimidation” to 
carry out their endeayors to prevent 
men from doing business and other 
men from working. This claim has 
been disputed by the apologists for 
the boycotters, who have declared 
trat The Times has misrepresented 
them. But now the union agitatgrs 
themselves, through their mouth- 
pieces at Sacramento, confess that 
“fotce, violence and intimidation” 
are their principal resources, and 
raise a great howl because these 
words were amended out of the Anti- 
Injunction Bill. Of course! The ag- 
itators would have to shut up shop 
and go out of business if they were 
deprived of their  stock-in-trade, 
“force, violence and intimidation.” , 
The purpose of the Anti-Injunction 
Bill is to prevent the interference of 
the courts with strikes by means of 
writs of injunction prohibiting illegal 
acts. No man who obeys the law of 
the land is afraid of writs of in- 
junction, and the mere origination of 
this bill is an acknowledgement that 
the professional strike-promoters are 
disposed to break the law. But‘Assem- 
blyman Grove L. Johnson, to whom 
the bill was intrusted, insisted on in- 
serting a clause providing that the 
courts should not be restrained by 
the provisions of the act from inter- 


| fering with acts of “force, violence or 


intimidation.” The professional la- 
borites insisted that this amendment 
be stricken from the bill. Acts of 
“force, violence and intimidation” 
are just what they don't want the 
courts to interfere with, and they 
brought all the pressure of profes- 
sional and political laboritism to 
bear upon the Assembly to defeat the 
amendment. 

To the shame of the law-making 
body of California it is recorded 
that the Assembly voted, 38 to 25. to 
strike out the word “intimidation” — 
thus virtually igiving notice to the 
law-breakers in labor unions that if 
this bill becomes a law they may 
“intimidate” as much as they please 
without interference from the 
courts. It does not seem possible 
that this action will be final and that 
the bill will pass in such a form: 
Such legislation would be an af- 
front to the courts, an appeal to the 
basest elements of society, an en- 
couragement of crime and a menace 
to life and property in California. 
It is to be hoped that the Assembly 
um reconsider its action or that the 
Senate will refuse to concur. Strong 
and sensible words were said against 
the striking-out by Grove I. John- 
son and other members of the As- 
sembly yesterday. The protests ok 
the law-abiding people of the State 
will be heard and may have an ef- 
fect.

HUTCH’S” CONVICTED 
4 CLIENT IS MISSING. 
LIQUOR-SELLING SCOTT OF vo- 
MONA FOOLS MARSHAL OGLE. 
— 
Out of Atterney's Office on 
and Leaves Officer No Clew— 
Unserved Sentence Over Him and 
Bond Up. 


— — — 


F. E. Scott, the conviet in Po- 
mona’s sensational ‘athletic’ club 
liquor case, is missing, with an un- 
served sentence over his head and $1000 
bond in danger of being forfeited. 

Scott escaped from the custody of 
Town Marshal George W. Ogle in the 
office of his attorney. E. L. Hutchi- 
son (“El Hutch’’) in the Douglas Build- 


ing at 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, and 
his capture had not been reported up 
to late lat night. — 

The flint of the central figure has 
put the notorious Pomona caseyin a 
very unusual state, as it seems 
unbelievable that Scott, who is well 
known, has considerable property in- 
terests and a family, would attempt to 
flee the country to avoid serving thir- 
ty days in jail and paying a fine of $100. 
Still he is now practically a fugitive 
from justice, though his bond has not 
been forfeited and collection on it 
might be doubtful. His absence effect- 
ually prevents his attorney from pro- 
ceeding with a further line of defense 
planned. 

Scott was convicted of illegal liquor 
selling after a trial at Pomona that at- 
tracted wide attention, his counsel, J. 
V. Haygmon of Pomona, assisted by E. 
L. Hutchison of this city, putting up a 
stubborn defense. He was sentenced 
to serve thirty days in the Pomona jail 
and pey a fine of $100, but an appeal 
Was taken to the Superior Court on 
allegations of prejudiced court and peo- 
ple, and Scott was free on a $1000 bond 
signed by two Pomona citizens. 

Judge B. N. ith considered the ap- 

and ay morning affirmed 
the judgment and issued a commit- 
ment for the convicted man. On this 
Marshal Ogle of Pomona immediately 
took charge uf Scott, intending to con- 
duct him to the Pomona jail on the 
‘train leaving about 2:30 o'dlock. But 
Scott very evidently had a fearful 
dread of spending one night in jail, fcr 
he asked Ogle to accompany him to the 
office of Hutchison. El Hutch” was 
surprised at the decision in the case. 
of which he says he had no notice, but 
on examination of the commitment pa- 
pers says he told Scott he would have 
to go with the Marshal unless some 
further legal scheme could be evolve. 

Hutchison states that Marsha) Ogle 
had business to transact before leaving 
the city, and having perfect trest in 
his prisoner, left him to his own de- 
vices at 11:30, the two agreeing“ to 
meot at Hutchigcon’s officve at 2 o'clock, 
just before train time. When Hu:chi- 
son started for lunch, Scott, in appar- 
ent despair, is said to have remarked 
that he believed all they wanted was 
to get him in jail over night and that 
he had a notion not to return. 
Hutchison says he urged his client not 
to bréak his word with the officer. the 
lawyer buoying him up with the prom- 
ise to see Judge Smith about the caae 
during the roon hour. Hutchison called 
at Department One on his return trip, 
but found the judge gone for the day. 
ro nothing could done to forestall 
Scott's removal. 

When Hutchison returned to his of- 
fice he says he found Scott and Ogle 
in the room. The liquor seller anxiocus- 
ly inquired his doom, and the lawyer 
deciares he told him gently but firmly 
that he would Pave to go to jail until 
hebeas corpus or other procceiings 
could be brought to bear to get him out. 
Soon after Scott asked in a loud voice 
for the key to the toilet room, and. 
being informed that it was open, he 
passed rough the adjoining room 
and out into the halk Ogle waited 
about ten minutes, and then began to 
get uneasy, as it was nearing train 
time. Hutchison says he also was wor- 
ried, for he suspected something of the 
kind from Scott's remarks. 80 the 
two investigated, but there was no 
trace of Scott. Hutchison said last 
evening he had not yet been appie- 
hended. 

Hutchison stoutly denies any colla- 
sion in the esca of Scott, saying 
vehementiy: “This is the first client of 
mine ever to play such a sneak trick. I 
not only advised Scott as strongly as } 
could against breaking his word, but 
informed Ogle when he left the room. 
Now while he is out of custody we can 
do nothing for him, and the case is 
effectually tied up. We had expected 
to ask for a rehearing or a writ of re- 
view, and felt sure we would have 
cleared him in the gnd. I think he will 
surely appear very soon.” ö

Charles M. Oakley. San Francisco
